It  would  be  impossible  to  begin  this  first  Report 
from  our  new  Babies'  Wards,  except  with  words  of 
gratitude.  Ever  since  that  morning,  ten  years  ago,  when 
a  tiny  sick  baby  was  brought  to  the  Post  Graduate, 
placed  in  a  room  furnished  to  receive  it,  and  the  first 
"  Babies'  Ward  "  started,  it  has  been  the  dearest  hope 
of  those  who  loved  the  work  and  believed  in  its  need, 
that  some  day  a  model  "  Babies'  Wards  "  should  arise, 
planned  and  built,  after  most  careful  study,  with  every 
convenience  for  the  special  treatment  of  very  young 
children.  It  is  hard  to  realize  that  our  dreams  have  been 
so  nearly  fulfilled,  and  that  the  new  Babies'  Wards, 
occupying  a  separate  division  of  the  Post-Graduate 
Building  just  erected,  now  present,  we  believe,  as  nearly 
as  is  possible  in  the  heart  of  a  great  city,  where  it  is 
most  needed,  a  model  Babies'  Hospital  of  25  rooms. 
From  the  receiving  rooms  in  the  basement,  to  the  roof 
garden  (such  an  important  adjunct  of  our  plan),  every 
inch  of  space  has  had  an  amount  of  loving  thought  put 
into  it  which  surely  ought  to  conduce  to  good  work. 
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Into  the  Babies'  Wards,  as  you  now  see  them,  many 
a  stone  of  sacrifice  has  been  built.  The  rich  have  given 
from  their  abundance,  for  the  love  of  suffering  children, 
but  many  a  gift  has  been  made  which  has  involved  a 
sacrifice  of  self,  known  only  to  the  giver  and  to  Him  to 
whom  our  hearts  are  open. 

From  the  entrance  doors — where,  amidst  the  lilies  of 
innocence,  stands  pictured  the  Holy  Baby,  born  himself 
in  lowly  estate,  with  his  little  arms  outstretched  to  bless 
all  loving  mothers,  and  to  welcome  the  most  suffering 
and  friendless  child — to  the  roof  garden,  above  which  is 
only  the  heavens,  where  their  angels  behold  the  face  of 
God,  the  Babies'  Wards  stand  as  a  memorial  of  blessed 
lives.  They  have  gone  where  there  is  no  more  pain  — the 
tiny  child,  the  lovely  young  girl,  the  gracious  woman, 
the  noble  man,  but  they  have  left  behind  them  this 
beautiful  means  of  alleviating  suffering,  of  saving  life, 
which  we  should  regard  as  a  sacred  charge,  to  whose 
proper  maintenance  we  should  devote  our  best,  our  most 
conscientious  efforts. 

As  we  need  the  interest  of  many  new  friends  to  enable 
us  to  carry  on  our  greatly  enlarged  work,  it  has  been 
suggested  that  a  description  of  the  wards,  as  they  now 
exist,  should  be  given  in  this  initial  Report  from  them- 
It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  say  here,  in  answer  to 
countless  inquiries,  that  the  reasons  the  friends  of  the 
Babies'  Wards  had  for  not  building  an  entirely  separate 
Babies'  Hospital  in  the  lower  part  of  the  city  were  three 
in  number:  First,  and  chiefly,  we  felt  that  if  we 
succeeded  in  providing  such  accommodations  as  we 
hoped  for,  they  should  be  used,  not  only  for  the  good  of 
the  sick  babies  of  the  poor,  but  that  the  results  shown 
possible  there  should  be  utilized  for  the  better  treatment 
of  the  sick  of  every  class  and  condition  in  life.  This 
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could  only  be  done  by  placing  the  wards  in  most  intimate 
relation  with  a  great  medical  school.  The  Post-Graduate 
is  now  the  center  of  much  medical  activity,  nearly  a 
hundred  physicians  sometimes  pass  through  it  in  a  day. 
Children's  clinics  are  held  in  the  Babies'  Wards,  when 
classes  of  doctors  from  all  parts  of  the  country  follow, 
with  an  interest  which  must  be  seen  to  be  appreciated, 
the  details  of  treatment,  both  medical  and  surgical,  which 
render  so  many  remarkable  cures  now  possible.  But, 
more  than  this,  scarcely  a  day  passes  when  some  physi- 
cian visiting  the  city  does  not  carefully  inspect  our 
Wards,  examining  every  convenience,  from  our  Record 
Boards,  which  have  already  been  copied  far  and  wide, 
to  the  great  Disinfecting  plant,  which  we  trust  may  do  so 
much  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagion  among  children. 
We  believe  that  the  educational  work  already  accom- 
plished in  six  months  in  the  new  Babies'  Wards  has 
really  been  of  greater  importance  to  the  world  at  large 
than  the  purely  philanthropic  work,  important  as  that 
has  been.  Second,  by  constructing  and  equipping  a 
separate  division  of  the  Post-Graduate  building  for 
babies'  work,  we  were  able  to  command  a  use  of  elec- 
tricity, generated  by  a  dynamo  in  the  building,  not  only 
for  lighting,  but  also  for  remedial  purposes,  which  was 
most  valuable,  while  the  conduction  of  live  steam 
throughout  the  wards  was  almost  indispensable  for  our 
sterilizing  and  disinfecting  work  in  its  many  branches. 
Third,  we  were  able  to  have  a  thoroughly  fire-proof 
Hospital,  which  we  consider  a  positive  necessity  for  the 
best  work  among  sick  babies.  There  are  some  incon- 
veniences in  occupying  a  division  of  a  great  building, 
where  the  rights  of  all  must  be  considered,  but  the  great 
advantages  seemed  to  us  to  far  outweigh  these. 

And  now  to  show  you  just  what  the  new  Babies' 
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Wards  are,  we  can  hardly  do  better  than  to  follow  the 
course  of  a  child  through  the  two  divisions  of  our  work, 
and  let  you  see  for  yourselves  how  many  elements  must 
combine  to  the  cure  of  each  of  these  little  ones.  One 
cold,  November  afternoon,  the  door  into  the  sunny  dis- 
pensary swings  open,  and  a  delicate,  refined-looking 
woman  in  a  carefully-mended  calico  dress,  but  with  no 
jacket  to  protect  her  from  the  piercing  wind,  comes  in. 
Her  shawl  is  wrapped  around  the  baby  in  her  arms, 
whose  labored  breathing,  flushed  cheeks  and  frightful 
cough,  show  an  advanced  stage  of  disease.  Timid  inqui- 
ries at  the  desk  for  "  a  doctor  to  look  at  my  baby,"  bring 
at  once  a  card  of  admission  and  a  guide  who  shows  her 
to  the  "  Babies'  Reception  Room,"  and  summons,  through 
a  speaking-tube,  the  House  Physician  for  the  Babies' 
Wards.  Then  in  a  pleasant  waiting  room,  with  no  one 
but  herself,  the  baby  and  the  doctor,  a  little  questioning 
reveals  her  story.  Her  husband,  a  decent  workingman, 
had  injured  his  arm,  had  been  unable  to  work  for  several 
months,  and  the  delicate  woman  (having  another  baby 
of  three  years)  had  struggled  to  support  her  family  by 
washing.  One  article  after  another  from  their  once 
comfortable  home  had  been  pawned,  while  their  fare  had 
been  confined  to  bread  and  tea.  A  few  days  before, 
little  Francis,  the  baby,  had  suddenly  been  taken  ill. 
In  a  room  not  half  warmed,  with  no  conveniences  for  his 
care,  and  with  such  nursing  as  his  mother  could  give  in 
the  moments  snatched  from  the  wash-tub,  he  grew 
rapidly  worse.  The  mother  had  all  the  prejudice  of  many 
decent  women  against  a  Hospital,  had  never  been  inside 
of  one,  and  felt  she  could  not  part  with  her  baby,  to 
whom  she  seemed  devotedly  attached,  but  had  decided 
at  last  to  bring  him  to  the  doctor  "just  to  find  out  what 
the  matter  was."    A  glance  shows  advanced  pneumonia, 
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and  that  the  onlj'hope  for  the  child  is  treatment  without 
a  moment's  delay.  A  nurse  from  the  Babies'  Wards  is 
summoned  by  electric  bell,  who  shortly  appears  with  a 
warm,  sterilized  blanket.  The  little  one  is  taken  into 
the  Examining  Room,  carefully  undressed  and  examined 
lest  it  should  also  be  suffering  from  some  contagious 
disease,  which  would  expose  the  other  babies  to  harm. 
Then  while  the  doctor  is  taking  a  record  of  all  the 
information  the  mother  can  afford  as  to  previous  symp- 
toms, etc  ,  the  nurse  is  giving  the  child  a  warm  bath 
with  bi  chloride  disinfectants  in  the  well-heated  Bath 
Room  adjoining.  In  a  short  time  she  reappears,  the 
baby  enveloped  in  the  blanket,  while  its  clothes  are 
done  up  in  a  bundle  for  the  woman  to  take  home. 

The  poor  mother,  heart-broken  at  the  idea  of  parting 
from  her  baby,  at  the  last  moment  declares  that  she  can't 
leave  him  in  a  Hospital,  sobs,  shaking  her  delicate 
frame,  ^\•ith  the  same  agony  which  you  would  feel  if  you 
were  called  to  part  from  your  baby.  The  doctor,  moved 
by  real  friendliness,  suggests,  that  as  she  has  never  seen  a 
hospital  she  had  better  go  up  with  the  nurse  to  see  the 
Babies'  Wards  before  deciding,  and,  in  a  moment,  the 
elevator  has  taken  them  up  to  the  entrance,  where,  in 
glowing  colors  she  sees  pictured  the  baby  with  its  out- 
stretched, welcoming  arms. 

Through  the  wide  doors  of  a  Ward  just  within,  come 
peals  of  merry  laughter  from  a  group  of  little  tots, 
some  with  plaster  jackets,  others  with  bandaged  heads 
or  arms,  who  are  gathered  round  the  bed  of  Mary,  the 
very  jolliest  child  possible,  though  she  has  lain  stretched 
in  a  crib  for  months,  with  her  leg  in  an  extension,  to 
cure  the  hip  disease  from  which  she  is  suffering.  Mary, 
most  fertile  in  devising  amusements,  is  setting  the  arms 
and  legs  of  a  broken  doll,  "like  Dr.  Abbe  does,"  band- 
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aging  with  the  children's  handkerchiefs  they  are  holding 
out  for  the  purpose.  Little  Francis'  destination  is  not 
here,  however,  but  the  floor  above,  where  are  the 
Reception  Wards,  in  which  children  are  kept  for  the 
first  few  days  after  admission,  lest  they  should  have 
been  exposed  to  some  contagion  before  being  brought 
to  the  Hospital.  The  mother  follows  our  nurse  to  the 
"Medical  Reception,"  the  Jamie  Ward,  and  her  tears 
cease  for  a  moment  as  she  looks  in. 

Through  the  great  western  windows  opposite,  she 
sees  the  really  beautiful  panorama  which  our  high 
building  commands,  almost  over  to  the  hills  of  the 
country.  The  sun  is  shining  on  the  leaves  of  a  spread- 
ing palm  under  which  stands  the  little,  white  bassinette, 
with  its  brass  trimmings,  waiting  for  Francis  In  one 
corner  is  a  bright,  open  fire,  while  over  it  rises  the  blue 
tiled  mantel,  with  the  picture  of  the  lovely  baby  in 
whose  memory  the  Ward  was  given.  Near  it  is  the 
wonderful  incubator,  where  babes  born  prematurely,  or 
very  feeble,  are  brooded  into  life.  The  room  is  filled 
with  the  fragrance  of  the  roses  just  sent  from  the  "com- 
ing-out "  tea  of  a  young  girl,  who,  in  all  her  happiness, 
has  not  forgotten  to  share  it  with  our  babies.  The 
mother  wipes  away  her  tears  and  turns  to  a  visitor 
looking  on  with  kindly  interest,  "Why,  it's  heaven, 
mam  I  "  No  true  mother  can  give  up  the  care  of  her 
baby  without  a  sigh  ;  but  all  her  horror  of  a  Hospital 
is  dispelled  and  she  goes  away  with  a  brave  effort  to 
smile  Poor  little  Francis  has  a  battle  before  him — 
temperature  104.5,  the  attending  physician  looks 

grave.  In  a  few  moments  the  pneumonia  jacket  is  on, 
and  the  various  appliances  and  remedies  for  his  relief 
in  active  operation.  Day  and  night  he  must  be  watched. 
As  a  nurse  saj's,  "  Its  every  ten  minutes  with  a  pneu- 
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monia  baby  ;  "  but  doctors  and  nurses  and  little  Francis 
himself  make  a  brave  fight,  and  the  crisis  is  passed, 
when  a  few  days  later  the  baby  is  carried  down,  making 
way  for  a  new-comer,  to  the  chief  Medical  Ward — the 
Innocenti. 

Surely  this  cannot  be  a  Hospital  Ward,  but  the 
abode  indeed  of  the  Holy  Innocents  for  whom  it  is 
named.  Opposite  the  door  smiles  the  little  Delia 
Robbia  Bambino,  who  has  come  all  the  way  from 
Italy,  and  whose  quaint  swathings  win  the  heart  of 
every  Italian  mother,  and  they  are  many.  Enthroned 
in  the  midst  of  the  charming  mosaic  mantel,  day  and 
night  he  watches  over  our  little  ones.  Around  the 
tiled  walls  runs  the  blue  bordering,  with  its  garlands 
of  flowers,  while  at  one  end  of  the  room,  on  a  raised 
dais,  its  pretty  balustrade  and  columns  separating  it 
from  the  rest  of  the  Ward,  stands  the  low,  white  dining 
table.  This  is  surrounded  with  little,  blue  rocking- 
chairs,  in  which  sit,  may  we  not  say  perch,  a  half  dozen 
of  little  blue-birds,  for  the  blue-frocked  little  ones  do 
indeed  remind  us  of  them,  with  their  wide  open  mouths 
waiting  for  their  bread  and  milk. 

Here  is  little  two  year-old  Julia,  hungriest  of  all. 
To  see  this  bright,  attractive  child,  with  her  dark  brown 
eyes  sparkling  with  glee,  smiling,  and  so  lively  that  she 
wishes  to  talk  with  everj'  visitor,  )'ou  would  hardly 
recognize  her  as  the  pale-faced  baby  who  was  brought 
to  the  Hospital  some  months  ago,  paralyzed  from  the 
hips  down  since  birth,  never  having  walked  or  even 
stood  for  a  moment.  Unwearied  application  of  elec- 
tricity, impossible  except  under  most  careful  supervi- 
sion and  with  suitable  appliances,  have  already  worked 
wonders  With  an  aiding  hand  she  can  walk  across  the 
Ward.     She  climbs  up  in  her  chair  and  on  the  crib. 
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kicks  her  legs  about  in  great  glee,  and  we  believe  will 
in  some  weeks  be  running  about,  not  "  well  as  ever," 
but  well  as  never  before.  Next  her  is  dear  Jimmy. 
Suffering  from  severe  empyema,  only  the  resection  of 
a  diseased  rib,  and  most  vigilant  care  for  months,  has 
transformed  the  poor  little  creature  brought  in,  to  the, 
may  we  not  say,  charming  little  gentleman,  you  see  now. 
His  gracious  bow  and  gesture  of  welcome  to  every  one 
that  enters  the  Ward,  his  sweet  readiness  to  amuse  the 
still  smaller  tots,  his  gratitude  for  every  effort  to  help 
him,  show  a  beautiful  nature  rarely  found  in  any  class 
of  life. 

Just  now  the  wide  sliding  doors  leading  into  the 
next  room  are  open,  and  we  catch  a  glimpse  of  the 
"Good  Cheer"  Ward.  There,  in  the  corner,  stands 
that  curious  machine,  whose  glass  tubes  and  jars, 
strange  wires  and  flashing  sparks,  are  so  mysterious, 
but  which  is  expected  to  bring  good  cheer  indeed  to 
many  apparently  hopeless  cases.  Here,  if  you  will  only 
come  at  the  right  hour,  you  will  find  the  whole  air  of 
the  Ward  impregnated  with  special  life  giving  qualities, 
with  special  remedies,  generated  by  the  action  of  elec- 
tricity on  various  substances.  Here  five-months-old 
Mabel  (one  of  our  pitiful  Marasmus  babies,  brought  to 
us  only  weighing  four  pounds),  and  the  other  little  ones 
filling  the  cribs,  are  by  simply  breathing  taking  the 
inhalations  which  are  to  fan  the  vital  spark  now  so  low 
in  their  enfeebled  frames. 

But  we  must  not  forget  Francis,  who  by  this  time 
has  gained  so  much  that  the  doctor  says  he  must  be 
taken  up  to  our  Sunbeam  Playroom.  Flooded  with 
sunshine  from  every  side,  a  great  open  fire,  windows 
filled  with  plants,  an  aquarium,  whose  tiny  gold-fish 
furnish  a  never-ending  delight,  lounges  with  g-enerous 
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pillows,  for  the  tired  convalescents,  and  the  crowning  joy 
of  all,  a  baby-house  fitted  up  in  such  a  fascinating  way 
that  a  child  can  get  well  almost  by  looking  at  it !  And 
this  is  the  last  step  for  little  Francis  in  the  Babies' 
Wards.  He  can  go  no  higher  till  the  time  comes  to 
seek  the  stars,  and  as  the  grateful  mother  carries  him- 
away  it  is  pleasant  for  us  to  notice  that  now  the  tears 
and  sobs  are  on  Francis'  part,  and  mean  that  he  feels 
as  badly  to  leave  as  his  mother  did  to  bring  him. 

But  you  have  only  seen  the  half  of  our  work.  The 
Surgical  Division  of  the  New  Babies'  Wards  has  we 
believe,  accomplished  during  the  past  six  months  a 
good  not  duplicated  elsewhere  in  the  country.  It  is  so 
unique  in  its  way  that  we  feel  sure  you  will  gladly 
listen  to  the  experience  of  a  17-months'  old  baby,  whose 
big,  brown  eyes,  soft,  flaxen  hair  and  delicate  com- 
plexion, often  cause  a  stranger  to  inquire  if  she  be 
indeed  a  "tenement-house  baby?"  Louise  was  born 
with  a  most  rare  and  serious  deformity,  which  not  only 
would  make  it  almost  impossible  for  her  to  earn  her 
own  living  as  she  grew  up,  but  which  was  entailing 
much  suffering  on  the  child  and  endless  care  and 
anxiety  on  her  widowed  mother.  With  such  trouble 
no  Day  Nursery  would  receive  the  little  one,  while 
the  mother  could  not  give  up  the  work  on  which 
the  support  of  both  depended.  Taken  from  one  doc- 
tor to  another,  no  relief  was  afforded,  and  at  last, 
one  Saturday  morning,  some  weeks  ago,  the  mother 
brings  little  Louise  to  the  great  Surgical  Clinic  at  the 
Post-Graduate.  and  tremblingly  awaits  the  Surgeon's 
verdict.  A  careful  examination,  and  the  surgeon  says 
with  that  encouraging  smile  which  has  brought  com- 
fort tn  so  many  a  poor  mother's  heart,  "  Now,  don't 
fret  ;  that  baby  can  be  cured,  and  we'll  try  to  do  it  for 
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her."  Of  course  the  critical  operation  should  be  per- 
formed where  every  advantage  that  science  can  suggest 
may  be  furnished,  and  careful  trained  nursing  given. 
What  hope  would  there  be  of  these,  free  of  all  cost, 
except  at  such  places  as  the  Babies'  Wards  ?  So 
Louise  is  bathed  and  wrapped  in  her  blanket,  but  this 
time  the  elevator  stops  at  the  Reception  Surgical  Ward, 
the  "Strollers,"  so  prettily  fitted  up  with  its  red  trim- 
mings and  its  blossoming  plants  by  the  gift  of  a  Club, 
which  uses  the  profits  made  from  the  amusement  of 
the  rich  for  the  alleviation  of  the  sufferings  of  the  poor 
in  many  different  ways.  There  in  a  bassinette,  in  a  cor- 
ner, lies  Emeline,  five  months  old,  born  with  her  little 
feet  so  twisted  that  she  would  never  be  able  to  stand 
on  them,  but  soon  to  be  made  quite  straight  again,  as 
have  been  so  many  other  babies  treated  in  our  Wards. 
Next  her  is  the  vacant  crib  which  Louise  is  to  occupy 
for  a  few  days,  to  be  carefully  watched  and  strengthened 
in  every  way  possible  before  the  operation,  which  she 
is  too  j'oung  to  dread.  But  now  the  day  has  come 
and  she  is  carried  into  the  little  operating  room  of  the 
Babies'  Wards,  its  walls  lined  with  slabs  of  white  mar- 
ble. One  side  of  the  room  is  taken  up  with  various 
apparatus  for  sterilizing  of  water,  towels,  instruments, 
etc  ,  all  made  to  fit  the  special  exigencies  of  babies' 
work,  upon  plans  devised  by  our  faithful  and  ingenious 
Assistant  Surgeon,  and  all  shining  in  such  coppery 
brightness  that  they  have  a  most  cheerful  aspect.  The 
array  of  blue  and  white  pans  and  pitchers,  the  endless 
jars  of  bandages,  and  china  boxes,  would  puzzle  any 
one  ignorant  of  the  number  of  articles  needed  for  one 
serious  operation.  Here  is  the  great  glass  case  with 
its  shelves  filled  with  the  bright  instrurnents,  arranged 
so  beautifully  and  kept  with  such  neatness  that  it  is 
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hard  to  realize  their  uses.  Made  in  Paris  for  this 
operating  room  and  its  needs,  they  differ  somewhat 
from  those  elsewhere,  and  have  furnished  already  many 
an  object  lesson. 

There  are  few  more  solemn  sights  than  a  grave 
surgical  operation,  when  a  life  hangs  in  the  balance.  On 
the  white-sheeted  table  lies  Louise,  the  only  child  of 
her  mother,  and  she  a  widow,  unconscious  of  all  pain, 
from  the  merciful  ether.  To  save  this  one  little  creature 
are  put  forth  the  best  effort  of  six  trained  workers. 
Here  is  the  Surgeon  of  the  Babies'  Wards,  than  whom 
none  in  the  country  stands  higher  —  an  enthusiast  in 
the  cause  of  infant  surgery,  but  one  who  realizes  to  the 
full  its  grave  responsibility,  what  the  mistake  of  a 
hair's-breadth  means,  and  who  always  remembers  that 
the  love  of  a  poor  mother  for  her  baby  is  the  same  as 
that  of  a  rich  one.  At  his  side  is  his  conscientious  and 
skillful  assistant — so  many  hours  of  whose  time  must 
be  given  to  the  details  of  surgical  work.  One  house- 
doctor  has  the  charge  of  all  instruments,  guard'ng  them 
with  a  careful  eye  lest  a  malevolent  germ  should  creep 
in  to  do  endless  harm,  while  a  second  doctor,  with  ether 
cone,  watches  each  respiration.  Two  nurses  are  ready 
with  the  heated  towels,  the  sponges,  the  stimulant 
which  may  be  needed  to  bring  back  a  fleeting  life. 
And  on  the  benches  at  the  end  of  the  room  stand  the 
student-physicians  coming  from  different  parts  of  the 
country  to  learn  what  surgery  can  do  to  make  the  im- 
possible possible.  An  hour  passes,  of  an  attention  and 
work  so  intense  that  one  hardly  seems  to  breathe  ; 
the  surgeon  lays  aside  the  last  instrument,  feels  again 
the  little  pulse,  quietly  says,  "  I  think  she  will  pull 
througli  all  right  now,"  and  Louise  is  carried  in  tender 
arms  to  the  well  warmed  crib  ready  for  lier  in  the 
Advent  Angel  Ward. 
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The  lovely  angel  with  brooding  wings,  photographed 
there,  seems  indeed  to  guard  the  babies  who  are  placed 
in  this  little  Ward  to  be  kept  in  that  quiet  and  seclusion 
from  other  children,  necessary  after  a  severe  operation. 
Now  the  least  relaxation  of  vigilance  on  the  part  of  a 
nurse  may  mean  death.  Hemorrhage  must  be  guarded 
against,  the  effects  of  the  shock  must  be  provided  for, 
and  an  almost  momentary  care  given. 

But  the  critical  period  is  safely  passed,  and  Louise  is 
removed  into  our  lovely  Zaidee  Ward,  the  Main  Surgical, 
filled  with  sunshine,  and  with  its  open  fire  and  delicately 
tinted  Memorial  Window.  Here  the  pink  tiled  walls 
and  dainty  pink  furnishings  cast  everywhere  so  rosy  a 
glow  that  it  is  soon  reflected  in  the  cheeks  of  the  chil- 
dren, which  grow  pinker  every  day.  A  visitor  would 
hardly  believe  she  had  entered  the  dreaded  Surgical 
Ward.  Many  of  the  little  ones  in  their  bright  pink 
jackets  are  sitting  up,  with  their  playthings,  for  every 
effort  is  made  to  keep  them  from  the  enfeebling  results 
of  weeks  spent  in  a  crib,  necessarily  in  one  position. 
Here,  in  a  baby  steamer  chair,  softly  cushioned  with 
pink  chintz,  is  dear  little  Alice,  twenty-two  months  old. 
Her  soft  gray  eyes  are  shaded  with  exquisite  lashes, 
curling  upward  in  a  way  which  many  a  belle  might 
envy.  Her  cheeks  are  still  colorless  and  her  head  rests 
languidly  against  the  cushions,  but  the  moment  one 
speaks  to  her  a  sweet  smile  comes,  and  first  one  tiny 
hand,  then  both,  are  stretched  out  to  welcome  you. 
She  was  brought  in  suffering  from  a  tuberculous  ankle 
joint,  which  rendered  her  a  perfect  cripple,  and  from 
which  it  was  feared  the  whole  system  might  be  poisoned. 
This  would  mean  a  lingering  death,  only  perhaps  after 
years  of  invalidism  and  pain.  Again  and  again  the 
joint  has  been  most  thoroughly  treated.    The  diseased 
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tissues  have  all  been  removed,  the  bones  carefullj' 
scraped,  cleansing  and  healing  ointments  applied  for 
weeks,  and  the  greatest  care  taken  in  building  up  the 
system.  For  some  time  it  was  feared  that  the  child 
had  been  brought  in  too  late  for  real  cure;  but  the  last 
examination  was  most  encouraging,  and  there  is  every 
hope  that  after  some  weeks  further  patient  care,  if  we 
can  then  only  give  her  a  summer  in  the  country,  Alice 
may  be  restore!  to  perfect  health,  the  disease  quite 
eradicated. 

In  that  pink  rocking  chair  sits  Johnny  so  full  of  life 
and  fun,  yet  so  coquettish  in  his  ways,  hiding  his  face 
when  spoken  to,  and  so  fond  of  attention,  that  his 
name  seems  almost  a  misnomer,  for  he  must  be  a  girl 
after  all.  Poor  little  fellow,  his  mother  is  dead.  His 
father,  though  devoted  to  him,  was  quite  unable  to  give 
him  the  care  which  the  plaster  jacket  and  other  appli- 
ances needed  to  keep  him  from  a  dreadful  deformity, 
demand,  so  he  must  spend  some  months  where  the  at- 
tention can  be  given,  which  alone  will  help  him.  When 
first  brought  in  he  was  so  irritable  from  constant  pain  and 
perhaps  also  injudicious  treatment  at  home,  that  almost 
nothing  could  be  done  with  him.  His  cries,  nay  shrieks, 
resounded  through  the  Ward,  reminding  all  the  other 
children  that  they  had  almost  forgotten  how  to  cry,  and 
had  better  practice  a  little,  and  confusion  indeed  fol- 
lowed. A  few  weeks  have  so  changed  Johnny  that  he 
has  become  as  he  was  called  the  other  day,  "the  belle  of 
the  Ward,"  bubbling  over  with  laughter  at  the  least 
excuse,  and  excuses  for  laughter  happily  come  very 
often  at  the  Babies"  Wards,  with  dollies  and  jumping 
jacks  and  dogs  that  bark — and,  chief  delight,  a  lovely 
music  box,  which  can  put  the  little  ones  to  sleep  with  a 
lullaby  or  cheer  them  up  with  a  waltz. 
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There  could  be  no  better  answer  to  the  sceptic  who 
inquires,  "What  is  the  use  of  trying  to  save  these  poor 
tenement  house  children  ?"  than  to  show  him  what  even 
a  few  weeks  often  brings  out  in  these  little  ones.  The 
capacities  are  there,  of  which  we  hardly  dream.  Every 
day  better  chances  for  growth,  for  education,  are  being 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  child  of  the  poorest,  and  we 
feel  more  and  more  that  many  of  the  Babies'  Wards 
Children  may  become  real  powers  for  good  in  their 
future  lives.  They  certainly  show  a  marvellous  patience, 
a  cheerful  endurance  of  pain,  and  an  affectionate  grati- 
tude for  kindness,  which  might  teach  us  all  a  lesson. 

But  we  have  not  exhausted  our  Babies'  Wards. 
Surely  no  mother's  heart  can  fail  to  be  touched  by  the 
"Sub  Rosa  Ward,"  with  its  tropical  palms  and  glowing 
golden  colors  the  embodiment  of  sunshine.  Among  the 
cases  brought  to  the  Hospital  we  frequently  find  a 
nursing  baby  suffering  from  some  acute  disease,  or  re- 
quiring some  critical  operation.  If  it  were  separated 
from  its  mother,  on  whom  its  nourishment  depends, 
there  would  be  no  chance  of  saving  its  life,  and  so  we 
have  a  Ward  for  mothers  and  babies,  which  has  scarcely 
been  without  an  occupant  since  it  was  opened,  and  only 
a  mother  can  appreciate  the  blessing  it  has  been,  not  to 
the  babies  only,  but  to  the  mothers,  who  through  its 
shelter  have  been  enabled  to  assist'  in  the  care  of  their 
little  ones,  so  dear  to  them.  And  then,  delight  of  sum- 
mer days,  is  our  Roof  Garden,  with  its  blossoming  plants, 
and  the  vines  just  starting  to  clamber  up  its  sheltering 
walls.  Here,  last  summer,  under  the  broad  awning  were 
swung  hammocks  for  the  tiniest,  while  reclining  chairs 
and  willow  rolling  cribs,  and  a  little  dining  table,  enabled 
us  to  keep  the  children  out  in  the  breeze,  whicli  almost 
always  seemed  to  be  playing  around  that  lofty  corner,

many  hours  of  the  day.  Even  in  the  middle  of  the 
night,  babies  with  fever  raging  in  their  veins  were 
carried  up  with  the  most  encouraging  effects. 

In  no  department  of  our  woric  have  the  advantages  of 
our  new  Wards  been  more  clearly  shown  than  in  what 
might  be  called  the  "domestic  one."  In  our  pleasant 
Diet  Kitchens,  with  their  pretty  china,  their  jelly-cup- 
boards (now,  alas,  empty),  and  with  every  convenience 
for  the  preparation  of  the  various  kinds  of  food  on  which 
the  lives  of  infants  so  often  depend.  In  our  Linen 
Rooms,  stocked  so  liberally,  and  kept  so  beautifully  by 
an  amount  of  labor  which  can  only  be  realized  by 
picturing  to  yourself  your  own  experience  if  you  were 
required  to  provide  bedding  and  clothing  for  a  family 
of  50  sick  babies.  In  the  Bath  Rooms,  with  their  tiled 
walls,  the  pretty  Greenaway  china  sets  for  the  babies' 
baths,  and  their  pink-and  blue  numbered  pigeon  holes, 
where  are  kept  the  dainty  brush  and  comb  for  each  child. 

And  still,  with  all  our  happiness  in  a  hope  fulfilled, 
there  is  one  shadow  across  our  work.  It  is  the  dream  of 
an  Alpine  traveler  to  climb  a  "Virgin  peak."  Months 
are  spent  in  "training,"  and  when  the  day  comes,  first 
the  green  foothills  are  mounted,  then  the  masses  of  rock, 
till  at  last  the  snow  and  ice  are  reached,  and  hours  of 
toilsome  climbing  follow,  cheered  by  glimpses  of  the 
snow-white  peak  beyond.  The  last  step  in  ice  is  cut,  the 
summit  is  reached,  only  to  find,  rising  beyond,  and 
hitherto  unseen,  the  true  mountain-top,  still  requiring 
weary  hours  to  gain.  And  so  it  is  with  us.  The  new 
Babies'  Wards,  with  all  their  capabilities  for  good  and 
needed  work,  are  an  accomplished  fact,  but  in  order  to 
make  their  advantages  available  to  the  fullest  extent,  we 
must  ask  all  those  who  love  little  children,  and  desire 
the  alleviation  of  their  sufferings,  to  help  us  by  an 
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increased  support  of  our  work.  In  moving  from  a 
dwelling-house  to  a  Model  Hospital,  with  every  needed 
appliance,  expenses  must  be  greatly  increased,  while  we 
have  nearly  doubled  the  accommodations  of  the  old 
Wards.  It  seems  cruel,  almost  heartless,  to  refuse  to 
take  the  scores  of  children  knocking  at  our  doors,  whose 
lives  we  might  perhaps  save,  when  we  have  beds  standing 
empty.  It  is  an  awful  responsibility,  and  yet  the  finan- 
cial depression  has  affected  us  more  this  year  than  last. 
Many  who  have  given  liberally  for  years  have,  this  win- 
ter, been  obliged  to  stop  their  contributions.  Several 
supported  beds,  on  which  we  had  relied,  have  been  given 
up,  not  through  lack  of  interest  in  any  way,  but  from 
simple  necessity.  At  this  writing  we  have  44  children 
in  our  wards,  though  only  36  beds  are  supported  and 
endowed.  We  have  taken  these  little  ones  in  their  sore 
need,  though,  as  yet,  we  have  no  support  provided  for 
them,  because  we  can  not  but  feel  that  when  the  facts 
are  known,  such  immediate  help  will  be  given  in  response 
to  our  appeal  that  we  shall  not  have  to  turn  them  away 
unaided.  The  sources  from  which  our  Wards  draw  their 
chief  support  are  two.  First  :  Supported  and  Endowed 
Beds.  S3. coo  endows  a  bed  in  perpetuity,  while  $200 
supports  a  bed  for  a  year.  In  these  hard  times,  §200 
may  seem  a  large  gift,  and  yet  is  there  any  way  in  which 
it  could  do  more  good  than  in  caring  for  the  16  little 
ones  who,  on  an  average,  receive  the  shelter  of  each  crib 
during  a  year?  It  is  not  only  that  your  gift  has  saved 
lives  and  alleviated  so  much  suffering,  but  a  far-reaching 
good  has  been  done,  not  only  to  the  child  alone,  but  to 
physicians,  nurses  and  parents.  Many  a  poor  woman 
has,  on  her  visit  to  her  child  at  the  Babies'  Wards,  seen 
for  the  first  time  what  a  neat  room,  a  really  well-made 
bed,  and  a  thoroughly-clean  baby  meant,  and  it  is  often 


touching  to  hear  of  their  attempts  to  do  things  at  home 
'•  like  you  do  at  the  Hospital.  "  To  those  of  us  who  see 
daily  what  is  being  accomplished,  it  seems  impossible  to 
believe  that  if  the  work  were  only  known,  the  support  of 
the  15  additional  beds,  so  greatly  needed,  would  not  be 
given  at  once,  even  if  it  involved  some  real  self  sacrifice. 
Will  you  not  visit  the  Babies'  Wards,  judge  them  for 
yourself,  and  consider  if  it  is  not  in  your  power  to  assist 
chem  ?  Second  :  The  Nursing  Fund.  The  expenses  for 
nursing  are  provided  from  a  separate  fund,  made  up  of 
small  donations  and  annual  subscriptions.  Nothing  can 
be  more  important  to  a  Babies'  Hospital,  filled  as  ours 
is,  with  so  many  critical  cases,  both  medical  and  surgical, 
than  u<ell-trained  nurses,  for,  on  the  intelligent  and  con- 
scientious care  of  such  women,  the  life  of  a  baby  often 
hangs.  A  short  time  ago  the  Wards  contained  at  one 
time  24  "bottle  babies,"  some  of  them  requiring  to  be 
fed  every  two  hours.  Then  the  amount  of  work  in- 
volved in  a  single  operation,  the  bandages  to  be  made, 
the  hours  given  to  subsequent  daily  surgical  dressings, 
can  hardly  be  realized  Our  expenses  for  nursing  are  now 
over  $4,000  a  year.  This  is  given  chiefly  in  small  sums, 
and  the  burden  of  raising  it  is  great.  Will  not  you  who 
have  helped  us  in  past  years  renew  your  gifts  now  when 
they  are  needed,  as  never  before  ?  Will  not  you  who 
have  never  understood  that  a  few  dollars  would  enable 
us  to  procure  the  "  special  "  nurse  for  two  or  three  critical 
days,  which  might  save  a  life,  try  to  interest  your  friends, 
by  making  known  our  great  present  need  ?  In  this  gen- 
erous-hearted city  the  cry  of  real  distress  is  never  heard 
in  vain.  Let  us  all  remember,  however,  that  if  we  fail  to 
listen  to  the  voice  of  suffering  infancy,  we  have  failed  to 
listen  to  the  voice  of  Him,  who  said  :  "  Inasmuch  as  ye 
have  done  it  to  one  of  the  least  of  these,  my  brethren,  ye 
have  done  it  unto  me." 
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We  can  hardly  end  our  first  Report  from  the  new 
Babies'  Wards  more  appropriately  than  by  quoting  the 
closing  lines  of  that  beautiful  address,  delivered  by  the 
Rev.  Dr  Huntington,  at  their  opening,  last  May. 

It  takes  courage  to  attempt  to  turn  a  hospital  into 
a  poem — courage  of  a  high  order — a  courage  born  of 
faith.  In  a  hospital  the  facts  seem  to  make  so  dead 
against  all  optimistic  theories,  of  whatever  sort,  that  the 
effort  to  infuse  beauty  into  the  thing  looks  like  a  waste  of 
force,  and  the  endeavor  to  discern  harmony,  a  vain  search. 
Especially  does  this  hold  good  of  children's  hospitals  and 
Babies'  Wards.  Of  all  the  mysteries  that  encircle  human 
life,  and  cloud  the  horizon  of  our  thoughts,  tell  me,  if 
you  can,  of  one  that  compares,  for  impenetrability,  with 
that  which  confronts  us  here  in  the  sufferings  of  helpless 
infancy.  The  purely  intellectual  difficulties  of  our  faith 
are,  to  my  mind,  as  nothing  when  put  in  the  balance 
against  this  moral  enigma,  which  so  completely  baffles 
the  heart.  With  such  strenuous  grasp  does  this  thought 
take  hold  of  us  sometimes,  that  we  are  tempted  to  acqui- 
esce in  that  grim  saying  of  the  mother  of  Carlyle  : 
'Thomas,  God  is  good,  but  Nature  is  the  Devil.' 

"  But  there  is  a  better  mood  than  this,  even  the  mood 
suggested  and  symbolized  by  what  we  see  on  every  side 
of  us  as  we  walk  through  the  Babies'  Wards,  the  cheerful 
temper  which,  even  in  the  face  of  deep  perplexity,  makes 
out  to  smile,  the  spirit  which  says:  '  Even  when  I  can 
not  understand  I  can  alleviate.'  Years  ago  I  cut  from 
a  newspaper,  a  simple  little  poem,  which  seems  to  me 
singularly  congenial  to  the  climate  of  the  Babies' Wards. 
Pardon  me  if  I  read  it.  It  is  entitled  "  Lois  the  Healer," 
and  was  intended,  I  dare  say,  as  the  eulogy  of  some  un- 
canonized  saint  of  tlje  poet's  acquaintance,  who  bore  that 
name.    Here  are  the  words  : 
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■  LOIS  THE  HEALER. 


'  Lois  the  Healer  prayed, 

With  soul  uplifl. 
O  Love  the  Heauiiful. 

Give  me  this  gift ; 
Comfort  and  help  to  be 

Where'er  I  go, 
Cool  in  the  summer  time. 

Warmth  in  the  snow. 

■  So  on  her  tender  lips, 

Brow,  cheek  and  breast, 
Love  shed  a  baptism 

Of  strength  and  rest. 
Thus  on  her  way  she  goes 

Blessing  and  blest, 
Till  her  life's  day  shall  come 

Into  its  west. 

■  Men  say  she  groweth  old. 

See  how  her  hair 
Weareth  the  silver  threads 

Of  time  and  care. 
We  whom  she  healelh  know 

Light  from  the  gate 
Shines  on  her  gracious  head

As  the  Medical  Report  closes  with  October  ist,  the  number  then  under 
treatment  was  h-    At  present  it  is  44. 

The  large  "number  of  deaths  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  curability  of  the 
infant  is  not  considered  on  its  admission.  If  it  can  be  made  more  comforta- 
ble during  its  last  days,  even  if  it  be  entirely  incurable,  it  is  received  into 
the  Hospital  as  a  matter  of  humanity.  Even  with  this  fact  known  it  will  be 
noticed  that  our  death-rate  has  not  reached  20  per  cent,  during  the  past 
year,  in  spite  of  many  serious  operations,  and  of  the  fact  that  the  average 
age  is  about  the  same  as  that  in  other  Babies'  Hospitals.  We  believe  that 
with  most  vigilant  care  and  the  best  appliances  and  methods  we  may  be 
able  to  bring  it  still  lower  in  future  work.

Articles  of  Clothing  Now  Needed  at  the  Babies' 
Wards  : 

Flannel  Shirts  for  children  from  two  months  to  four 
3'ears  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long 
sleeves. 

Shoes — Stockings,  both  woollen  and  cotton. 
Crocheted  Bed  Slippers,  pink  or  blue,  for  children  one 

to  four  years. 
Babies'  White  Muslin  Slips,  simply  made. 
Diapers,  Flannel  Bands,  Towels,  and  Short  Dresses, 

for  children  from  one  to  four  years,  of  either  pink 

or  blue  gingham. 
Warm  Cloaks  for  babies,  and  Outside  Jackets  and 

Hats  for  children  from  two  to  four  years,  for  Roof 

Garden. 

Pads,  27  inches  square,  of  thin,  unbleached  muslin, 
with  interlining  of  cotton  batting,  firmly  quilted  in. 

Coverlets,  one  yard  wide  by  one  and  one-half  yards 
long,  of  white  cheese  cloth,  with  double  interlining 
of  cotton  batting.  They  should  be  button-holed 
round  the  edge,  and  caught  down  in  tufts,  with 
pink  or  blue  washing  crewel.

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REPORT  OF  SUNBEAM  COMMITTEE. 


About  five  years  ago,  at  the  invitation  of  Mrs.  V.  G. 
Hall,  a  number  of  young  women  met  at  her  home,  and 
then  and  there  the  Sunbeam  Committee  was  organized. 
The  object  of  the  Committee  was  to  visit  the  children 
in  the  Babies'  Wards,  to  show  them  picture  books  and 
toys,  and  to  try,  if  only  for  a  few  minutes,  to  help  them 
to  forget  their  sufTerings.  The  annual  dues  of  the 
members  were  to  support  a  bed,  to  be  known  as  the 
Sunbeam  Bed.  Since  then  the  work  has  gone  steadily 
on,  and  has  grown  and  extended  so  much,  that  this  year 
the  Committee  has  asked  the  privilege  of  a  separate 
report;  that  a  little  more  might  be  known  of  what  this 
Committee  has  done  and  is  doing. 

There  are  now  forty-three  active  and  six  associate 
members.  For  the  past  two  years  the  Committee  has 
had  a  separate  organization,  with  its  own  officers,  by- 
laws, etc.,  and  monthly  meetings  are  held  from  Novem- 
ber to  May.  The  Committee  provides  a  dinner  at 
Thanksgiving  and  at  Christmas  for  the  children  and 
nurses,  and  a  Christmas  tree  each  year  has  given  much 
pleasure  to  all. 

Now  that  the  new  Wards  are  so  attractive  with  the 
Sunbeam  play-room,  and  the  bright  and  sunny  Wards, 
one  almost  forgets  what  it  meant  to  visit  regularly  the 
dreary  old  building  in  Twentieth  Street.  Then  it  was 
a  real  sacrifice  to  spend  an  hour  or  two  each  week  in  the 
ill  ventilated  rooms,  yet  how  faithfully  the  members  of 
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the  Sunbeam  Committee  did  their  work.  And  the  doctors 
tell  us  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  good  the  children 
have  derived  from  the  brightness  and  sunshine  which 
the  visitors  brought  with  them  into  the  Wards. 

More  than  a  thousand  dollars  was  raised  by  the 
Committee  toward  the  Building  Fund,  while  individual 
members  have  furnished  Wards,  and  the  Sunbeam  Play- 
room, one  of  the  pleasantest  features  of  the  new  hospital, 
was  furnished  in  loving  memory  of  a  member  of  the 
Sunbeam  Committee.  Last  winter  fifty  flannel  sacks 
were  made  by  the  members,  and  enough  spreads  to  fur- 
nish the  new  beds.  At  the  concert  at  the  "  Waldorf "  last 
spring,  given  under  the  auspices  of  the  Sunbeam  Com- 
mittee, in  addition  to  the  money  donated  towards  the 
Building  Fund,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars 
was  reserved  for  a  Sunbeam  Contingent  Fund.  One  of 
the  principal  uses  of  this  fund  will  be  to  help  in  the 
work  of  the  Committee  for  visiting  the  homes  of  con- 
valescent babies,  a  Committee  which  was  formed  last 
winter  at  the  suggestion  of  one  of  the  visiting  physicians 
at  the  Babies'  Wards.  Besides  the  constant  and  faith- 
ful visiting  at  the  Wards,  which  is  the  chief  work  of  the 
Sunbeam  Committee,  and  one  which  we  never  want  to 
lose  sight  of,  another  and  most  important  one  has  been 
undertaken  this  winter.  It  is  the  furnishing  of  the 
Country  Home  for  convalescent  babies,  at  Chappaqua. 
It  has  been  estimated  that  this  will  cost  eleven  hundred 
dollars.  At  the  December  meeting,  Miss  Russell  kindly 
came  and  told  the  members  about  the  new  home.  It 
was  voted  to  raise  this  money,  not  by  an  entertainment, 
but  by  individual  effort,  and  nearly  five  hunded  dollars 
was  at  once  pledged.  We  hope  to  raise  the  entire 
amount  by  April  the  first. 

And  so  each  year  our  work  seems  to  grow  in  interest 
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and  to  widen  in  influence.  No  doubt  the  next  year  will 
have  its  successive  demands  upon  us,  and  the  members 
of  the  Committee,  over  which  I  have  the  honor  to  pre- 
side, will  certainly  meet  these  demands  with  the  same 
loyal  devotion  and  faithful  service  in  the  cause  of  the 
Master  as  heretofore. 


REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  VISITING  COMMITTEE  OF 
THE  SUNBEAM  COMMITTEE. 

The  object  of  this  Committee  is  to  find  out  the  con- 
dition of  the  parents  of  children  about  to  be  discharged 
from  the  Wards,  so  that  a  child  recovering  from  pneu- 
monia or  bronchitis  will  not  be  sent  home  to  a  damp, 
cold  garret,  and  in  consequence,  as  has  often  happened, 
be  returned  to  the  Hospital  in  a  dying  condition.  In 
this  way  the  expense  of  medical  and  surgical  aid,  to- 
gether with  that  of  the  nursing,  is  thrown  away. 
Whereas  a  small  outlay  of  money  towards  making  it 
possible  for  the  parents  to  give  proper  food  and  care  to 
the  baby,  with  possibly  a  temporary  home,  where  the 
baby  could  receive  good  care  for  a  month,  would  make 
the  good  done  the  child  while  at  the  Wards  permanent 
instead  of  temporary. 

The  other  object  of  the  Committee  is  to  find  homes  for 
children  abandoned  by  their  parents,  who  would  other- 
wise be  sent  lo  the  Island.  During  the  past  year  five 
homes  have  been  found  for  five  babies,  of  whose  parents 
no  trace  could  be  found.  Two  babies  were  boarded 
with  responsible  women  at  ten  dollars  per  month,  while

the  mothers  were  too  ill  to  care  for  them.  The^homes 
of  eight  other  babies  were  visited  ;  three  of  them 
needed  no  help,  and  to  the  other  five  temporary  aid 
was  given  and  work  found  for  one  or  the  other  of  the 
parents. 

During  July  and  August  no  work  was  done  by  the 
Committee. 

The  expenses  of  the  ten  months  were  thirty-three 
dollars.
